I  have  to  admil  that  it  feels  very  odd  to  be  standing  up  here  today.  Alier  all.  I've  only  been  at  Drury  for  the  past 
two  and  a  half  years. 

It's  one  thing  to  transfer  sehools  when  you're  little,  and  all  the  other  kids  arc  non  judgemental,  and  they  will 
accept  you  without  question  into  their  games  of  hopscotch  or  jump  rope.  Transferring  schools  halfway  through 
your  sophomore  year  —  that's  another  story  entirely.  By  high  school,  everybody  has  found  their  niche,  and  has 
their  own  group  of  close  friends.
